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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ffestiniog  Urban  District  Council 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the 
Urban  area  for  1951. 

The  population  of  the  area  for  the  year  (Registrar  General’s  estimated 
figure)  was  6,871,  a fall  of  202  as  compared  with  the  1950  figure  of  7,073.  There 
has  been  a steady  decline  in  the  population  since  1931,  when  the  census  re- 
turned was  9,078. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  100,  total  deaths  137. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  3,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  30  per  1,000  live  births  ; 1950  figures  were  12.5.  There  was  a dechne 
'in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  — 19  in  all,  as  compared  with  25  in  1950. 
There  was  also  a decMne  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  lung  tuberculosis  from 
21  in  1950  to  15  in  1951.  The  number  of  deaths  has  also  fallen,  there  being 
seven  less  than  the  previous  year. 

During  January  there  was  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
influenza,  limited  to  the  older  age  groups.  This  was  not  confined  to  the 
Ffestiniog  area,  but  within  the  County  this  area  was  affected  most.  There 
was  a rise  in  the  weekly  claims  — the  local  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Nationa  1 
Insurance  showed  a maximum  of  213  for  the  week  ended  January  i6th.  The 
usual  average  number  of  claims  was  approximately  between  25  and  40  per  week 
By  the  middle  of  February,  the  number  of  weekly  claims  had  returned  to 
normal  level. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases,  and  no 
cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  chief  industry  is  slate  and  granite  quarrying  ; these  are  strenuous 
occupations  and  slate  quarrying  is  responsible  for  the  high  incidence  of  sih- 
cosis  and  indirectly  of  tuberculosis  within  the  area. 

The  growing  fear  of  chest  complaints  have  deterred  the  younger  people 
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from  becoming  qiiarrymen,  and  whilst  this  fear  persists  the  population  will 
iontimie  to  decline. 

To  overcome  the  dust  hazard  at  the  quarries  various  measures  have  been 
introduced.  These  include  water  sprays,  improved  ventilation,  air  ducts  and 

fans  in  the  slate  dressing  sheds,  and  devices  to  collect  the  fine  slate  dust  during 
rock  drilling  operations.  Whilst  these  new  measures  cannot  be  expected  to 
eliminate  completely  the  dust  hazards,  if  used  wherever  reasonably  possible, 
the  incidence  of  silicosis  amongst  the  miners  can  be  greatly  reduced. 

Numerous  housing  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year.  Many 
houses  are  in  need  of  repair  — they  are  damp  and  ill-ventilated,  and  huddled 
together  without  sufficient  air  space.  Difficulties  are  encountered  in  secur- 
ing repairs,  owing  to  the  low  rentals. 

Several  tuberculous  families  are  living  in  circumstances  which  aggravate 
their  conditions.  The  total  number  of  Council  owned  houses  erected  since  the 
War  is  fourteen,  and  there  are  more  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  in 
this  area  than  in  any  other  uraj^  or  rural  district  within  the  County. 

There  is  need  for  many  new  houses  in  this  district.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Urban  Area  during  May,  596 
persons  being  X-rayed.

There  were  several  complaints  received  from  the  public — the  chief  being 
the  lack  of  publicity  given  to  the  Service.  This  may  have  been  so,  and  must 
be  improved.  On  the  part  of  the  general  public  the  service  was  not  patron- 
ised as  it  should  have  been — there  was  evidence  of  indifference  and  apathy  on 
their  part,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  low  figures  of  persons  who  did  avail  them- 
selves of  the  service. 


Whilst  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  annual  death  rate  from  tuberculosis, 
there  has  been  no  appreciable  decline  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  each 
year. 

Provided  the  disease  is  discovered  sufficiently  early,  there  is  a cure.  The 
fact  has  not  been  emphasised  adequately — the  public  are  still  prone  to  view 
the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  almost  as  a death  sentence.  This  may  explain 
their  apparent  attitude  of  apathy  and  indifference  to  the  visits  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit.  The  public  are  really  interested,  but  they  cannot  dispel 
the  fear  of  being  labelled  as  “ suffering  from  tuberculosis.” 

A fresh,  more  positive,  outlook  must  be  adopted  by  the  public  towards 
this  disease  ; it  must  be  viewed  no-t  as  a disease  which  results  in  death,  but  as  a 
disease  which  can  be  cured. 

It  is  difficult  to  eliminate,  but  with  their  active  co-operation  much  can  be 
achieved.  The  earlier  it  is  discovered  the  greater  the  chances  of  complete 
recovery,  and  the  risk  of  its  spread  amongst  the  rest  of  the  family  and  the 
community  can  be  lessened. 

The  public  must  play  their  part,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the 
Mass  Radiography  Unit.  It  is  to  their  advantage.

DISINFECTION  OF  INFECTED  ARTICLES  AND  BEDDING. 

At  the  present  moment  there  is  no  proper  apparatus  for  the  disinfection 
of  infected  bedding  and  clothing. 

The  main  disease  where  disinfection  is  required  is  tuberculosis.  The 
number  of  cases  notified  each  year  still  remains  at  a high  level. 

As  it  would  be  an  expensive  item  for  each  local  authority  to  provide  their 
own  disinfector,  the  District  Councils  have  now  agreed  to  combine  for  the 
provision  of  a disinfector  which  would  be  placed  centrally  within  the  county. 
The  County  Council  have  been  approached  regarding  assistance,  by  the  way  of 
transport  and  personnel  for  the  collection  and  delivery  of  bedding,  for  which 
l-aj^ment  would  be  made. 

The  request  for  a disinfector  is  nothing  new — its  need  was  pointed  out  in 
1888.  In  igio  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  described  the  disinfection  of 
bedding  in  the  County  as  being  more  or  less  a farce.  I believe  we  are  at  last 
on  the  verge  of  providing  a proper  disinfection  service. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  SECTION  47. 


(Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 


No  action  was  found  necessary  during  1951.  A register  of  elderly  persons 
living  alone  is  now  being  prepared.  There  was  some  difficulty  in  the  ascert- 
ainment of  the  numbers  of  such  persons.  They  are  reported,  however,  by  the 
District  Nurses,  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Officers  of  the  National  Assistance 
Board. 

This  register,  although  continually  changing  and  although  it  cannot 
possibly  be  kept  completely  up  to  date,  does  provide  an  index  of  the  elderly 
persons  living  alone,  and  it  does  assist  in  ensuring  that  regular  visits  can  be 
paid  to  these  persons. 

They  cling  to  their  homes,  and  I feel  there  would  be  much  local  criticism 
should  they  be  removed  under  this  Act  against  their  will,  however  great  was 
the  need. 

From  an  economic  and  humane  viewpoint,  it  would  be  better  to  allow 
these  persons  to  continue  living  in  their  own  homes,  and  1 find  that  many  can 
manage  reasonably  well  for  themselves  if  provided  with  a little  outside  dailv 
help.  This  can  be  given  if  they  reside  in  a town  or  village. 

Persons  living  in  isolated  or  remote  cottages  provide  a different  problem 
and  where  no  local  help  is  near,  then  compulsory  removal  to  homes  is  the 
only  alternative  however  disagreeable  it  may  be  to  all  concerned.

(b)  Refuse  Removal. 

Collection  is  weekly  by  direct  labour  with  motor  vehicle,  except  in  a small 
part  of  the  area  where  horse  and  cart  transport  is  engaged  by  contract.  Only 
three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  collection,  and  thay 
were  made  during  a period  of  heavy  snow. 
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(c)  Night  Soil. 

Pails  are  emptied  and  disinfected  weekly  in  unsewered  parts  of  the  area. 
This  entails  a team  of  three  men  working  for  periods  of  up  to  2i  hours  on  three 
nights  between  the  hours  of  ii  p.m.  and  2 a.m. 

Disposal  is  by  deep  burial  in  the  refuse  tip. 

(d)  Sewerage. 

All  four  outfall  works  are  subject  to  reports  on  a draft  scheme  by  the 
Councirs  consulting  Engineers. 


HOUSING 

The  Ty’nymaes  (Ffestiniog)  and  the  Benar  Road  sites,  each  of  two  Council 
Houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

New  Buildings,  Extensions,  Improvements 

S2  Plans  and  Applications  were  submritted  for  approval.  These  include 
22  Miscellaneous  applications  ; 9 in  respect  of  advertisement  signs  ; 5 in  respect 
of  farms,  and  3 new  dwelling  units. 

Building  Licences 

15  Building  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year,  authorizing  Expendit- 
ure of  £^962. 

17  Licences  were  also  issued  by  ths  Ministry  of  Works  {£5765)  for  repair  to 
business  properties  and  one  for  the  erection  of  a factory  at  Haygarth  Park.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  district,  except  for  some  farmhouses  and  isolated  properties  is  sup- 
phed  from  Morwynion  Lake. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  the  Main  Supply  have  shown  it  to  be 
Ministry  of  Health  Classification  i. 

• Chemical  Analyses  show  no  temporary  hardness, but  a slight  trace  of 
permanent  hardness.  It  has  a somewhat  corrosive  action  and  solvent  action 
on  bright  lead  and  other  metals. 

The  p.h.  Value  of  the  raw  water  varies  6.6  to  6.8,  and  the  Analyst's  recom- 
mendation that  the  distributed  supply  be  brought  up  to  p.h.  7.5  has  been  im- 
plemented. For  this  purpose  a new  Soda  Ash  plant  has  been  installed  and  the 
lime-dosage  transferred  to  the  outlet  end  of  the  filtration  plant. 

The  outgoing  supply  has  p.h.  8.5  to  8.8. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  but  waste 
continues  exceptionally  high. 

The  source  k a natural  mountain  lake.  The  water  is  screened  ; treated 
with  Soda  Ash  and  Alumina  ; filtered  through  high  pressure  mechanical  filters 
followed  by  a lime  dosage  and  finally  chlorinated  before  distribution.  It  has  a 
Chlorine  Residual  of  .04  P.P.M.  half  hour  after  contact  and  Nil  Residual  in 
the  town. 

18  samples  were  taken  including  3 from  private  supplies,  and  2 of  raw  wat- 
er of  the  public  supply.
